Doctor Welch, wife of the man 
u nder arrest at New Castle for cou n­ 
terfeiting, has retu rned to Wellsvllle, 
and says her hu sband is an Innocent 
man. 
While she was away the owner 
of the hou se seized her effects on a 
bill for rent, and the doctor was angry 
when she retu rned. The story was 
afloat in Wellsvllle this rnorping th at 
she meant to make it warm for the 
au thorities, bu t Mayor Sinclair said 
tbls afteriKSjn that she had not yet 
called on him. She claims to be able 
to explain ibe presence of the tools 
seized by the police to tbe satisfaction 
of any cou rt. 


Capt. Sam Cbarlton, who is well 
known in this cltv, where he com 
manded the excu rsion steamer Water 
Maiden du ring several months last 
season, was arrested In New Orleans 
last week becau se he bad shot a 
men. 
Charlton I? a t present a mate on the 
City of Hickman, a boat plying tlie 
Mississippi, and Is considered one of 
the most tru sted officers of tiie tsmt. 
On the day in (ju estion lie went back 
in the deckriHim, hKiking for negro 
deckhands who were sku lking among 
the freight to keep 
from 
work­ 
ing. 
He fou nd 
two 
men, 
and 
went after them. 
As WKin as ids head 
appeared above a tsixone negro, a big 
bu rly fellow, cau ght the mate arou nd 
the shou lders and ttie other qu ickly 
took possession of tlie arm with which 
he was endeavoring to draw his re­ 
volver. The fellow gave tiia arm a 
wrench which dislocated It at the 
shou lder and grabbed the revolver, 
while the otiier negro dealt tiie cap­ 
tain a blow In tlie face which almost 
deprived him of bis senses. Tiien tiiey 
ran 
forward with tlie mate after 
them, and anu tlier battle was fou ght 
at the engines. 
Ciiarlton grappled 
with the one th at had taken his re­ 
volver, and got It, bu t not u ntil the 
engineer had knocked the negro down 
with a hammer. 
He was liit on tiie 
head several times, and at length 
redu ced 
to 
a 
su bmissive 
tem­ 
perament. 
Meantime 
the 
otiier 
deck 
hand had 
fou nd a 
weaiiu n 
In a bar of Iron, and was at» ou t to 
knock Ciiarlton over, wtien tiie re­ 
volver ttasbed and tlie negro went 
down with a bu llet in his tiiigh. 
He 
made an attem pt to rise and again 
the pistol cracked. Tills time it was 
a painfu l tiesh wou nd in tiie calf of 
the leg, and the negro was ready to 
su rrender. The shooting and noise 
of the confflct liad brou giit a big 
crowd to tlie scene, and Charlton, to 
gether with the engineer, was {» laced 
u nder arrest, while tlie n(*groes were 
taken to the nearest hospital. The 
prisoners were accompanied to the 
police station by a nu ru lier of friends 
who had witnessed tiie tight, and 
after an explanation was made, both 
were released on their own recogniz 
ance, and the Incident ended. The 
cou rt considered them lu siitled, and 
the case will go no fnrtlier.
